Diener and Sloan Guilty 

After a deliberation lasting foiir hours 
a jury in county court reached a verdict 
at eight-thirty o'clockTuesday evening. 
John Diener. who conducted a saloon 
at Half Day and Robert Sloan, his bar- 
tender, both were-found guilty on one 
count each to selling liquor to a minor. 
Attorney James G. Welch and William 
Deane at once made a motion for ajiew 
trial but the date for arguing it has 
not yet been fixed. 

State's Attorney Dady had made this 
a teat caae and upon ifin large meas- 
ure depended what he would do in the 
cose of the other defendants who were 
indicted by the special grand jury on a 
charge of selling liquor illegally. Had 
he lost the first case he naturally real- 
ized that it would establish a bad pre- 
cedent for the others. For that reason 
he put what he considered one of his 
strongest cases first. In the selection 
of tne jury he exercised great care ac- 
cepting only men whom he felt were 
not biased in the leaat. He is well 
pleaaed'over his victory.

;He made the trip on a apeeder used by 
the car inspector and according to em- 
ployea of the Insull place, the price for 
the apeeder^or the trip in thia as in 
other caaea where it haa been loaned 
was a bottle of whiakey. 

Kazenakagot the bottle forhisfriend.- 
the inspector and carried it back home. 
But when he arrived home, he found 
the whiskey bottle had broken and the 
precious fluid had leaked out. 

The car inspector of course waa an- 
noyed, said Kazenska's friend, so the 
foreigner suggested that he would re- 
turn to the hamlet and procured the 
booze; the car inspector assented and 
the two men started to make the re- 
turn trip. 

They were running ahead of a freight 
train going in the same direction and 
expected to beat it there but' instead as 
they were going down a hill, the 
freight overtook them and the car was 
hurled into the ditch, the engineer be- 
ing unable to stop his train after dis- 
covering their presence. The compan- 
ioQ of the man killed saw the train 
bearing down on them and he leaped 
juat before the engine hit the small 
car. The result was he was but slight- 
ly hurt whereas his friend was killed.

It was 
ananned by CapL Johann Hauswlrth, 
3n command; LlouL Ernst Hofstettcr, 
XJeutenant Brucr, Ucutenant Hald- 
inged, Cor[>oral Iladlma, Corporal 
fWcber and Engineer Kammerer, 
i At tho elapse of half an hour a 
military aeroplane of tho blplano

Chicago, June 23.— Hundreds of Uvea 
were Impijrllcd and many thrilling res- 
cues effected on Sunday In one of tho 
worst storme which has swept over 
tho lake this season. Tho storm broke 
so suddenly and with such nerceness 
that tho many lake craft cruising — 
some of them many miles out — were 
caught' and tossed like tissue boats by 
tho gale and great waves. 

Twelve boats of the fleet which was 
returning from the Michigan City 
yacht races, held Saturday, were re- 
ported missing. 

The fleet, consisting of about thirty 
boats, was caught In the squall about 
six miles ofl the Jackson park harbor. 
Every effort was made to protect the 
weaker craft, but darkness fell over 
the waters and many boala were lost 
to view. 

Six of the missing boats belonged to 
the Jackson Park Yacht club; two 
were owned by members of the Chi- 
cago Yacht club and the others be- 
longed to the Columbia and Lincoln 
Park Yacht clubs. 

High-powered motor boats and mem- 
bers of life-saving crewa all along the 
lake shore swept the waters with 
searchlights in aii effort to find the 
missing yachts. . 

Ten men were, rescued from a float 
one mile out from the foot of Indiana 
street by Captain Carland and his lifo- 
savlng crew, .after the men had been 
washed away from their moorings and- 
wero rapidly l>elng driven out Into the 
lake. Captain Carland caught their 
distress signals and went to their ree* 
■sue.

Bodies of 23 Dead Miners Are Brought 
to Surface From Burning Shaft- 
Rescue Trains Arrive— 182 Are Still 
Entombed. 



PEACE PARLEY IS PROLONGED 



Argentine Minister Confers With Pres- 
ident Wilson and Bryan at 
Capitol. 

Washington, Juno 22. — President 
Wilson, Secretary of State Bryan and- 
Minister Naon of Argentina held a 
two-hour conference at the White 
House on Friday night on the Mexican 
situation. It Is understood tlmt at the 
meeting tho president insisted that 
all parties should bo brought Into the 
Niagara proceedings or tho parley 
would b'a without practical result. Fol- 
lowing the conference tho reports at 
tho White House and state depart- 
ment were that tho mediators would 
change front and that constitutional- 
ist delegates would bo received at Ni- 
agara Falls without the armistice con- 
dition. Minister Naon left for Niagara 
at 10:45. He Vas driven from the 
White House to his hotel In company 
with Secretary Bryan. 
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Hlllcrest. Alto., Juno 22.— Figures 
given out by the Canadian Pacific rail- 
road show that 186 men arc slIU In tho 
burning Hlllcrest mine. They aro all 
believed to be doomed. Twenty men 
were rescued allvo and 23 bodies were 
recovered. 

An explosion occurred In tho mine, 
which is one of a group on tho Crow's 
Nest lino, nt 9:30 a. m. on Friday. 
Three hours later 23 bodies had been 
recovered from tho underground work- 
ings. Twenty men were rescued alive. 

Fifty of the men were still living, 
some horribly burned, others mangled 
by the force of tlio blast, all suffering 
from tho effects of the poisonous gases. 

At six o'clock two trains filled with 
expert mine workers, with doctors, 
nurses and ofllclals of the railways, 
reached here. At once tho gangs of 
rescuers were supplemented and tho 
work of rescue went on with hotter re- 
sults, aided by tho latest scientific de- 
vices for Bavlng life In mining disas- 
ters. 

The explosion blew out both ends of 
tho pit, and Instantly blocked up the 
Interior of tho workings. Most of tho 
men w^ero working about four hundred 
feot inside tho mine. 

Carrying pulmotors and clad in spe- 
clal'dress to protect the rescuers from 
noxious fumes, tho-rcscucrs-mado con- 
siderablo progress and debris at Ihe 
entrance was soon cleared away. 

It will tako a week to get al the 
bodies of all those entombed, and 
some may never be reached. 

This is the third disaster which has 
befallen tho Inhabitants of Crow's 
Nest Pass. Four years ago 35 men 
were killed in Bellevuo mine by gas, 
and ten years ago Frank mlno was 
"^^'iped out by the mountain toppling 
over. 

According to the ofllclala of the-com- 
pany 5S0 men went into tho mlno at 
7 a. m. 

At 0:30 a terrible explosion was 
heard and men came rushing out of 
the entrance by scores. Tho panic 
spread through other parto of the mine 
and In ten or fifteen minutes about 
three hundred had escaped. 

Hlllcrest mine is situated 193 miles 
west of Medlclno Hat and Is one of 
a group of mines which have been 
worked for tho past ten or fifteen 
years. 

Liege, Belgium, June 22.— Two hun- 
dred miners were entombed alive 
when flro broke out In the Vlellemar- 
thaye colliery on Friday. Tho fire 
was caused by an explosion.

iMOSE who live upon the Islands^ 
of Samoa never let pass on 
opportunity to kill a Bhark. 
Tho waters which surround 
that llttlo world are infested 
by them; and Bometlmea a native will 
bo caught and killed by ono of tho 
terrible man-eating monstera— quite 
frequently enough, indeed, to give a 
sovago a zest to tho sport. It would 
be diincult to say whether^even blrd- 
catchlng occupies a higher place. Tho 
natives are wonderfully expert and 
coucageous, and as tho flesh of the 
shark Is tho principal dainty at their 
great feasts, parties of men^are for- 
ever going in search of It. 

Tho favorite tlmo Is when a storm 
has Just blown Itself out. for tho 
sharks have been driven Inshore, and 
may be found sheltering In great, 
numbers under tho black rocks that 
border the lagoons. Tho men, who 
have rowed out In a frail canoe, throw 
food overboard, piece by piece, and 
this serves the double purpose ot at- 
{raOf.riE *Ao -BiiSf U^ iffid-eor^liiE-t^-Gin- 

eo that thoy may bo rendered easy 
of capture. Tho water around tho 
boat quickly becomes alive with the 
brutes, and when tho bait Is devoured 
they retire to the shadowy waters 
where rocks overhang atretchea of 
smooth sand, and there they lazily 
stretch themselves at full length, and 
flink Into a half Bleep. 

Catch Them Asleep, 
Tho natives in the canoo paddle 
slowly along, and -prcnently discover 
ono of these aharks In drowsy slum- 
ber. Tho leader of the flshera raises 
his hand in signal to the paddlera to 
stay tho course of the "boat, and one 
man— generally a young and active 
fellow— climbs over tho side Into tho 
water, and, with tho nooso of a strong 
rope of bark fiber in his hand, dives 
beneath . the surface. Swimming 
quietly along under the water, he 
cornea to a sleeping flsh, and with a 
quick, deft movenjent slips the noose 

over its tall. 

Then, as. gently as he came, he re- 
turns to tho canoe, and when. ho haa 
clambered'safcly back Into It tho na- 
tives take hold of the rope and rouse 
the shark from ita sleep with a 
mighty pull together. Tho shark la 
dragged through tho water before It 
has time to reflect, and In aplte of its 
Budden panic and frenzied struggles. 
It Is gradually hauled toward the boat. 
By keeping Its tall clear of the water 
tho natives have mado It practically 
helpless; and at laat» by a peculiar 
-novement, they jerk It Into the canoo, 
jud a trcmendoua blow with a club 
nnlahes Its career. 

SometlraeB the shark has backed In- 
to a crevice or hole In the rocka be- 
foro It haa settled down ta sleep, so 
that lla head alone Is accosBlblo. In 
Buch acaae the diver will awlm up to 
It, and with the utmpst coolneaa tap 
It gently but firmly on the head* 
Sleepy and gorged with food as It la, 
and annoyed by tho Interruption, with- 
out knowing exactly tho cause of It« 
the shark turns round with a awlBh 
In a Bpaco barely large enough for It 
to lie In. As it does so it expoaea its 
tall, and .the dlv^r cleverly drops the 
nooao over It and returns to the boat 
In the cuotoraary manner. For the 
sake of Variety, a baited hook la car- 
ried out by these native* ond dropped 
In about 12. feet of water, the line 
being then brought back to land. 
When a shark Belzea the bait, and Is 
safely hooked, the natlvea ahoulder 
the rope at the edge of the water, and, 
singing a rude, Bieaaurod chant, dance 
Inland, dragging the fiah Into the shal- 
lowB, Where It la apoedUy. klllBd.

cask Is pursued, and only after a 
long period of hard rowing, sometimes 
for hours, la it captured and towed to

after it as a matter of course. 

The tactics pursued at night ore dif- 
ferent. A line of great strength, 300 
f«£t long, la employed with tho usual 
hook ond chain attached and baited as 
described above. One end of the rope 
Is tied to the wharf and the well- 
baited hook Is thrown a few yards 
away Into a shallow pool In the mid- 
dle of a patch of moonlit sand. Very 
soon a dark object Is seen gliding 
llko a shadow from the deep water 
across the sand toward the pool and 
halting a few feet Irom the bait, the 
fishermen, of course, all sitting as still 
aa statues a llttlo distance away. 

When the fish has made a meal It 
starts- ore back to the deep water 
again, and the rasping of the rope 
Bignlfles that the hook Is In Us mouth. 
Then— and not until then— the men 
Jumfi for the rope and run with It in 
the oppoalto direction. The shallow, 
water Is now cut Into foam as the 
taut line la pulled through It, and tho 
shark splashes with great flerccnesa 
and fights strongly for Its life. The 
tugging men sway rapidly to and fro 
until their efforts are at -last trlum-- 
phant, and tho shark it* hauled up on 
the sand.

A man's water faucet taps tho 
samo pipe as that of another man, a 
man's milk bottio Is filled from the 
same can as another's— but the only 
link between two men's bread is our 
enemy, tho fly. If tho ono haa'a com- 
municable disease, the fly. forgetting 
all about quarantine, travels with his 



groceries must not bo exposed. Id 
Bomo states, laws covering this point 
aro enforced. In others they are a 
dead letter. What's the use of fly 
posters and widely heralded fly cam- 
paigns if tho law relating to fly food 
la not enforted?

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of the harm from this fly. In addi- 
tion to spreading infantile paralysis, 
Jennings and King of the bureau of 
entomology s&y it may spread pella- 
gra. Tho diseases ot domestic ani- 
mals spread by it are anthrax, swamp 
fever, glanders, sopticomia, surra, 
souma, and, maybe, round worm.

Animals get thin and milk 
cows sometimes go off 40 to 60 per 
cent in tho amount of milk produced. 

P. C. Dishopp ot tho United States 
bureau of entomology, tells us that tho 
stable fly breeds largely In straw. Old 
Btrawstacks In the fields are the worst 
offenders. Bishopp's advice is to burn 
these stacks or else to spread tho 
straw, and plow It In deep. ^Vhen a 
heavy rain falls on. freshly threshed 
straw conditions for fiy breeding aro 
nt their worst Manure containing 
straw la another breeding place ot Im- 
.nortanco. 

To keep the flies off, Blshopp ad- 
vises a mixture of fish oil (one gal- 
lon), oil ot pine tar (two ounces), oil 
ot pennyroyal (two ounces), and kero- 
sene (one-half n pint). 

Tho fish-oil mixture, If faithfully ap- 
piled, will servo oa a repellent against 
flies as long as it retains Its effectlvo- 
nc88. 




Suporatition played an Important 
part In the lives ot tho Indians that 
Inhabited tho prairies of Kansas In 
tho early days of tho 3auta Fo trail, 
says tho Kansas City Times. Every 
trick of fate was "good medfcino" 
or "bad mcdlclno," and many wonder 
ful, albeit somewhat improbable 
stories, wero circulated about miracu- 
lous cscttpoa from death by whlto 
men because ot some unconscious act 
that was dubbed "good medicine" by 
tho Indians. Some tales, however, ore 
true. A Frenchman made "good medi- 
cine' once by snatching off his wig. 
An army ofHcer made "mad medicine" 
by sticking a needle in his hollow 
vooden leg. Ho wasn't killed, barely 
escaping with his life after a severe 
beating. 

Tho long absence from their whlto 
fellows by traders and trappers and 
their cloBO llto with the savages made 
the hardy frontiersmen who blazed tho 
trails of tho West more or less su- 
perstttlous. A-story which will lllus- 
trato this was told to Col. Henry In- 
m'an by "Uncle Johnny" Smith, an 
early day character, while' the two 
were scouting along tho Washita 
river. Others corroborated It. Tho 
two, In company with othor scouts, 
were >altlng for tho soldiers. Their 
diet had become .rather monotonous. 
When a hunter appeared one day with 
a mess ot quail he was hailed with do- 
light— by all except Uncle Johnny. He 
refused to cat quail, because, he sold, 
ono had once saved his life. 

He ,waa on his way from tho Yel- 
lowstone to Independence, Mo., In 1847, 
with Bomo companions, Boyd and 
Thorp among them. A wandering 
party ot Apaches overtook them in 
western Kansas. Freeh meat had been 
scarce with tho travelers, so one morn- 
ing when several buffalo appeared 
they prepared to have -a meal or two 
of buffalo Btedk. The Indians had 
not disclosed themselves as yet. 

"About the time I could fairly see 
things,' related Uncle Johnny, "I dls- 
covered three or four buffalo grazing 
off on the' creek bottom, about a half 
mile. ... I seed Boyd and Thorp 
start out from camp with their rifles 
and make for the buffalo, so I picketed 
tho ponies, gets my rifle, and starts 
off, too. 

"By the time 1' reached theuedge of 
the bottom, Thorp and Boyd was a 
crawling up onto a young bull way

Most Im- 
portant Is care of the 'givrbago-^no 
garbage on the ground, u clean can 
well covered and frequent removal.

In his preface to. "Antarctic Daye," 
Sir Ernest Shackleton tells on umup- 
Ing little story of northern Canada. 

A gpvemmcnti geologist, wlth^lnfl- 
nlto labor, had collected some very In- 
teresting geological specimens In a 
region 'far beyond clviliwition. Most 
of tho collecting was done on the bar- 
ren ground 280 miles northeast of the 
Great Bear lake. Tho scientific man 
and tho porters of the party carried 
the rocks on their backs to the Great 
Bear lake, paddled 300 miles across 
thQ lake, and alternately paddled and 
portaged l.uOO miles up tho Macken- 
zie, Slave and Athabasca rivers.

It la often be- 
cause of lack ot 
knowledge of de- 
tail that bualuesB 
letters create a 
poor Impression. 
People often do not know what salu- 
tation to use, and Just how to begin 
a letter, or In what dreaa their let- 
tera should appear. 

The paper and envelopes used for a 
business letter should be in every re- 
spect flrat class, but not necessarily 
fancy. Let the envelope be a good 
one. Few peopio know what a neat 
letterhead really Is. If you can find 
some oue who do'^s give him his aay, 
and let him choose a letterhead for 
you. A little more severity la letter- 
beads would help business. 

The letter text should be well cen- 
tered on the paper. The bprder should 
be reasonably wide. No page should 
bo crowded at the bottom. Number 
tho pagea. Tho Inltlnl or name of 
the person addressed should appear 
on each page. Envelopes should bo ad- 
dressed In typewriting If the letter jt- 
self is typewritten. 

Tho salutation may bo in one, t\yp, 
or at moat three lines, but It should 
be logically .distributed. The first 
line may Include both address and 
date, or the first line thu. address and 
the second the date or the first may 
give the street number and tho second 
the town and »taCe and the third the 
date. 

Salutations are a matter for discus* 
sion. but every American citizen Is 
addressed as Mister (Mr.) and men 
or tlrma aie called Messrs." IflBe firm 
spells out the word ''company" the 
person addressing it should do the 
same. Incorporated companies oa the 
Smith Company or the Jones Company 
do not need Messrs. - 

Many writers no longer use Mr. or 
Messrs., aa It saves some time to omit 
them, but omitting them seema to 
be a mark of impatience rather than of 
discourtesy. Some bualness firroa are 
omitting the Dear Sir, Gentlemen, and. 
Dear Madam, but it la probably the 
best form to continue using them. 

One should be cnrerut, too. In using 
the forms Dear Sir. Dear Mr. Jones, or 
My dear Mr. Jones. A fresh style Is a 
good thing If H be not "raw." You 
want to catch the uLtentlon but you do 
not want a bp.ck (Ire of Irritation,
